Nix o n , actin g o n a p residen ­ 
tial co mmissio n ’s reco mmen da­ 
tio n fo r an immediate 25 p er 
cen t salary in crease, mo dified 
it by sp readin g the raise o v er 
three y ears. 


Co n gress also has au tho rity 
u n der the law to mo dify the 
Presiden t’s p ro p o sal, as well as 


to accep t it o r reject it. 
The Ho u se, with all its mem­ 
bers u p fo r electio n this y ear, 
ap p aren tly is n o t go in g to v o te

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
iden t Nix o n has declared “ I do 
n o t ex p ect to be imp eached” 
an d rep eated he will n o t resign 
in a wide-ran gin g n ews co n fer­ 
en ce in which he also said the 
chan ces fo r gaso lin e ratio n in g 
were less than 50-50. 
Nix o n discu ssed Watergate, 
the en ergy crisis, his in co me 
tax es an d o ther su bjects in a 
3 8-min u te 
n ews 
co n feren ce 
Mo n day n ight, his first in fo u r 
mo n ths. 
The Presiden t also disclo sed 
du rin g the n atio n ally bro adcast 
sessio n that he had been ask ed 
to testify befo re a Watergate 
gran d ju ry bu t "resp ectfu lly 
declin ed to do so ” o n co n ­ 
stitu tio n al gro u n ds. 
In o ther high p o in ts Nix o n 
also said: 
—He ex p ects waitin g lin es at 
serv ice statio n s 
to 
beco me 
sho rter by sp rin g an d su mmer 
bu t said "the p rice o f gaso lin e 
is n o t go in g do wn u n til mo re 
su p p lies o f gaso lin e co me in to 
the co u n try .” 
—“ I, o f co u rse, will be glad 
to p ay the tax ” if the Sen ate- 
Ho u se co mmittee o n in tern al 
rev en u e tax atio n sho u ld decide

He also said that effo rts to 
arran ge a Middle East p eace 
co u ld be hamp ered if the Arabs 
fail to en d their o il embargo 
again st the Un ited States. Bu t 
he fo llo wed this u p with the as­ 
sertio n that he believ ed the 
Arabs will lift the embargo . 
Tu rn in g to gaso lin e ratio n in g, 
Nix o n said "there is a mu ch 
better than ev en chan ce” that 
the co u n try can av o id ratio ­ 
n in g, an d he gav e the credit fo r 
this to co n serv atio n measu res 
u n dertak en by the American 
p eo p le. 
On Watergate, Nix o n was 
ask ed whether it might n o t be 
in the best in terest o f the co u n ­ 
try to hav e a fu ll imp eachmen t 
trial in the Sen ate. 
The Presiden t resp o n ded that 


it is his belief the Ho u se will 
n o t v o te fo r imp eachmen t p ro ­ 
ceedin gs an d added, "I do n o t 
ex p ect to be imp eached.” 
The first q u estio n p u t to him 
dealt with the ex ten t to which 
he will co o p erate in p ro v idin g 
materials

Say in g su ch matters were u n ­ 
der discu ssio n between co m­ 
mittee co u n sel an d his o wn

D. St. Clair, Nix o n said: 
"I am p rep ared to co o p erate 
with the co mmittee in an y way 
co n sisten t with my co n stitu ­ 
tio n al resp o n sibility to defen d 
the o ffice o f the p residen cy 
again st an y actio n which wo u ld 
weak en that o ffice an d the abil­ 
ity o f fu tu re p residen ts to carry 
o u t the great resp o n sibilities 
that an y p residen t will hav e.” 
Ask ed if he wo u ld at least 
p ro v ide the co mmittee with 
ro u ghly the same tap es an d 
do cu men ts su rren dered to Wa­ 
tergate sp ecial p ro secu to r Leo n 
Jawo rsk i, 
Nix o n 
said 
that 
wo u ld dep en d o n arran gemen ts 
to p ro tect their co n fiden tiality 
an d o n whether they co u ld be 
giv en to the co mmittee witho u t 
jeo p ardizin g the rights o f crimi­ 
n al defen dan ts o r in terferin g 
with the p ro secu tio n in an tici­ 
p ated Watergate-related trials. 
Ask ed fo r his o wn defin itio n 


o f an imp eachable o ffen se, Nix ­ 
o n said St. Clair is p rep arin g a 
brief fo r the Ju diciary Co m­ 
mittee argu in g that "a crimin al 
o ffen se o n the p art o f the p resi­ 
den t is the req u iremen t fo r the 
imp eachmen t o f the p residen t.” 
The co mmittee staff last 
week released a stu dy that co n ­ 
clu ded a p residen t co u ld be im­ 
p eached fo r abu se o f tru st with­ 
o u t actu ally hav in g co mmitted 
a statu to ry crime. 
A q u estio n er ask ed if Nix o n 
might co n sider resign in g sho u ld 
it beco me ev iden t that the Re­ 
p u blican Party was go in g to 
su ffer a disastro u s defeat in the 
No v ember electio n s. 
“No ,” he rep lied in a q u iet 
v o ice. "I wan t my p arty to su c­ 
ceed, bu t mo re imp o rtan t I 
wan t the p residen cy to su rv iv e 
... we hav e a lo t o f wo rk left 
to do , mo re than three y ears 
left to do it in , an d I am go in g 
to stay here u n til I get it 
do n e.”

The su p erin ten den t p o in ted o u t the in stitu tio n is n o t 
fu lly credited to day becau se o f o v ercro wdin g an d u n der­ 
staffin g an d emp hasized, “ev en with p o p u latio n redu c­ 
tio n s it will be o u r o bjectiv e to main tain n early the p resen t 
lev el o f emp lo y es,” 
The DSS head said the latest co u n t o f residen ts at the 
in stitu tio n p laces the n u mber at 2,150, n o t 1,9 9 0 as the 
u n io n claims. 


Edelso n adv ised ten tativ e p ro jected go als by DMH

Similar 
situ atio n s are ex p ected in o ther 
an n ex atio n s areas, Co le said,

The man date was bro u ght 
abo u t by state law which re- 
q u res all high scho o l districts in 
the state to be affiliated with a 
ju n io r co llege district by Ju ly I. 
Co le reco mmen ded ap p ro v al 
o f a p o licy which wo u ld ban the 
u se o f the co llege’s Data Pro ­ 
cessin g Cen ter to o u tside ser­ 
v ices. Co le reaso n ed the main 
p u rp o se o f hav in g the co mp u ter 
cen ter "is to edu cate an d train 
o u r stu den ts an d then to aid the 
admin istrativ e fu n ctio n o f the 
co llege ." 


Two o ther p ro p o sals called 
fo r the cen ter’s u se by o ther

Co le said he had been ap ­ 
p ro ached by area scho o ls an d 
p riv ate bu sin ess ask in g the 
cen ter’s u se — "I k n o w it’s a 
case o f damn ed if 1 do an d 
damn ed if I do n ’t,” Co le said in 
reco mmen din g the ban . 
The bo ard p o stp o n ed a deci­ 
sio n o n Co le’s p ro p o sal u n til the 
March meetin g, 
The bo ard held o ff a decisio n 
to release the Cen ter fo r 
Hu man Dev elo p men t fro m 
their lease with the co llege. Mi­ 
chael Ray mo n d, ex ecu tiv e 
directo r fo r the cen ter re­ 
q u ested the co llege release 
them fro m their lease which ex ­ 
p ires Ap ril 3 0, 19 75. 
In a letter to Co le, Ray mo n d 
said his asso ciatio n will be 
mo v in g to a bu ildin g in Ster­ 
lin g.

Bo ard members req u ested a 
mo re sp ecific req u est fro m the 
cen ter fo r p u rchase o f the fix ­ 
tu res.

REFLECTIO N S— Illinois voters 
on Nov. 5 will be handed a ballot 
which asks, shall the size of the 
House of Representatives be re­ 
duced from 177 to 118 members and 
shall elected representatives come 
from single member districts. 
Each Illinois legislative district 
now is represented by three House 
members as well as a senator. 
Two of the three representatives 
from each district are always mem­ 
bers of the same political party and 
the third member belongs to the oth­ 
er major political party. 
Thus, in heavily Republican dis­ 
tricts throughout northern and cen­ 
tral Illinois, two Republicans and 
one Democrat will go to the House, 
and in Chicago districts and those in 
south and southwestern Illinois each 
send two Democrats and one Repub­ 
lican from each legislative area. 
This balance is maintained by cu­ 
mulative voting. Under this plan 
each voter has three ballots to cast 
for candidates for state representa­ 
tives. 
If the citizen votes for three, each 
gets one vote; if only two are 
marked on the voter’s ballot, those 
two each receive lVfe votes, and if on­ 
ly one candidate is voted for, he will 
get three votes. 
Cumulative voting has been de­ 
fended by claiming it preserved rep­ 
resentation by minorities. 
For example, without cumulative 
voting no Democrat would be elect­ 
ed from legislative districts in this 
part of the state. And the opposite is 
true in most Chicago districts and 
those in Southern Illinois, no Repub­ 
lican could be elected. 
It has also caused the Illinois 
House to have 177 members, the fifth 
largest in the nation. 
The four states with House mem­ 
berships larger than Illinois are 
Georgia, with 205; Massachusetts, 
with 240; New Hampshire, with 400, 
and Pennsylvania, with 203. 
None of the other states of the 
Union ever developed cumulative 
voting. It was tried in Pennsylvania 
in 1871 and promptly abandoned. 
Wilmington, N.C., tried it in 1972 and 
did not like it and in 1891 South Da­ 
kota rejected a proposal to institute 
cumulative voting. 
Cumulative voting was adopted 
in Illinois in 1870 as a post Civil War 
measure. 
The southern part of the states 
was heavily influenced by Southern 
sentiments, while the northern area 
were overwhelmingly Yankee land. 
It was thought a sectional con­ 
frontation would result should the 
southern part of the state be permit­ 
ted to send solidly Democratic legis­ 
latures to the House and the north­ 
ern districts electing only Republi­ 
can candidates. 
To avoid this hangover from the 
Civil War, the voters of the state on 
the narrowest margin of any amend­ 
ment to any Illinois Constitution ap­ 
proved the plan and it has stuck. 
It survived the construction of the 
1970 Constitution by being submitted 
as a separate proposal. The Consti­ 
tution passed and the question to 
eliminate cumulative voting failed 
by some 200,000 votes. 
It is worth noting both Lee and 
Ogle Counties voted in favor of sin­ 
gle member districts in 1970.

Cairo, home of giant Os trich 


By HENRY J. TAYLOR 
CAIRO, Egypt — A new ostrich — 
nature’s largest bird — has arrived 
at Cairo’s great Gizeh Zoo. This 
haven, one of the most beautiful 
anywhere, is a province of Minister 
Sayed 
Marei. 
an 
adviser 
to 
President Anwar E l Sadat, and is 
the fourth largest zoo in the world. 
The ostrich is eight feet tall and 
weighs 300 pounds. 
This giant comes from 
The 
Sudan, north of the Egyptian border. 
Being an African ostrich it has two 
toes; the South American species 
has three. 


Its plumage is black, because it is 
male. The plumage of all African 
male ostriches is black, with white 
plumes at the tips of the aborted 
wings and the tail. 
The ostrich uses its powerful long 
legs with great skill in fighting. 
These can also carry it nearly as fast 
as the cheetah, the world’s fastest 
animal. But watch out! There’s a 
signal in those legs. 
When about to breed, its legs and 
long neck turn red or blue. Its 
charge is then very dangerous. 
Ordinarily, the voice of the ostrich is 
a low hiss. This turns into a booming 
roar. 
Beware, as well, the beautiful 
stately African swan. It has a Jekyll- 
Hyde 
personality; 
terribly 
dangerous when aroused, hungry or 
on the prowl. 
Likewise the African owl. Its 
brown, bland night-seeing eyes can 
suddenly shadow with vengeance. It 


looks like an old maid Kip Van 
Winkle, but it attacks like lightning 
and its vicious talons never let eo 
The African pelican, in turn, 
must stay low. If it tries to fly too 
high its wings can break off. 
Below Aswan in Upper Egypt I 
saw the African birds that sleep on 
the Nile and avoid drifting ashore 
into danger by tucking one foot into 
their feathers and paddling slowly in 
circles. The African turkey, in turn, 
always flies uphill for protection; it 
never walks up an incline. 


The skin produces the feathers on 
a bird and the African whooping 
crane does not whoop. It coughs. The 
African trumpeter swan has an 
enormously imposing wingspread, 
six to eight feet. But its trumpet is a 
silly little failure. 
A falcon eats only other birds. 
Flying them is popular here in 
Egypt and I saw a tournament at 
Luxon. But the Egyptians never fly a 
falcon in the rain or a high wind. 
TTiey know they will lose it. 
The 
Bible 
makes 
specific 
reference to birds’ mysterious 
migrations. So does Homer. And 
Aristotle’s fertile brain not only 
recorded numerous migration dates 
but indulged in speculations re­ 
garding the whither 
and 
the 
wherefore. 
The distinguished and remark­ 
able American University in Cairo 
(6,500 students) has made many 
migration studies and its scholars 
have identified more than 1,000 
species of birds in migrations to this

plague our leaders

There is something dreadfully 
wrong with 
the way 
the 
U.S. 
government is being run when: 
:A senior cabinet official must 
ask subordinates down the line what 
it is that other Cabinet officers and 
the White House really have in mind, 
: When those queries have to be 
made not once but repeatedly and, 
: When the queries concern basic 
objectives of Cabinet members with 
whom this senior secretary meets 
regularly. 


The men involved in this in­ 
credible situation do not dislike or 
distrust each other nor do they have 
competing political ambitions. They 
are only seeking fundamental 
knowledge needed 
to run their 
departments 
with 
reasonable 
success. 
The problem, as Adm. Thomas 
Moorer found to his chagrin, is not 
that there are “ top secret” papers 
but that there are other papers and 
conversations no one hears about. 
These notes of discussions and 
memoranda aren’t circulated even 
to those with the highest security 
clearances and with a “ need to 
know.” 
It is now common knowledge that 
Melvin I^aird, when secretary of 
defense, was not clued in on some 
advance planning on vital military 
decisions concerning Viet Nam. His 
case is not unique among high of­ 
ficials Even the White House staff is 
compartmentalized so deeply that 
sometimes one hand works against 
another. 
Republican 
senators 
and 
representatives do not get the in­ 
formation 'they need to work to­ 
gether or with the White House. 
Tliey’re not always certain which 


votes are crucial and what com­ 
promises are acceptable to the 
administration. They wonder why a 
President who spent so many years 
in and around the legislature does 
not understand the team play and 
the give and take necessary to win 
what must be won in legislation. 
In this confusing situation, good 
men in Congress and in the Ad­ 
ministration dig in and carve out 
programs on their own. The pro­ 
grams do not always mesh with 
those developed by other agencies 
and departments. As a result, there 
are three separate and sometimes 
competing foreign policies. There 
are five major energy policies which 
conflict in crucial areas. 
The government functions be­ 
cause the bureaucracy, under its 
own momentum, carries out the 
normal routine. 
It would be easy to blame all 
these problems on Watergate. But 
the roots were in place before this 
scandal broke and even before it was 
conceived. The roots are a passion 
for secrecy, a tendency to put off 
decisions and an inability to com­ 
municate with people. 
The trend did not begin with Mr. 
Nixon It saw a strong growth during 
the Kennedy Administration despite 
a plethora of “ decisive” talk 
It 
grew with FYesident Johnson pre­ 
occupied with a war he did not know 
how to handle and a passion for 
cloakroom conferences Mr. Nixon 
has added to the confusion. 
This reporter had no such feeling 
in President Truman’s day. You 
could like or you could hate what he 
was up to, but signs of indecision and 
lack of communication or of mis­ 
understanding of what Mr. Truman 
wanted were very, very rare.

Time was when few intellec­ 
tually-gifted blind students were 
able to realize their full academic 
potential. Some works were avail­ 
able in Braille, but scarcely enough 
to prepare a student for a career, 
and the learning process was ex­ 
tremely slow. 
With the advent of Recordings for 
the Blind, Inc., a number of years 
ago, however, every career became 
a possibility for the dedicated blind 
student. And instead of having to at­ 
tend special schools for the handi­ 
capped, blind students began gradu­ 
ating with honors from such presti­ 
gious schools as Harvard, Prince­ 
ton, Columbia and M.I.T. 
The list of noted blind alumni in­ 
cludes lawyers, authors, a computer 
systems designer and one of the na­ 
tion’s top research mathematicians. 
Today, almost all of the 3,500 
blind 
students 
in 
accredited 
American colleges are pursuing 
academic careers with the aid of 
R FB recordings taped by reading 
volunteers, some of them famous. 
By 1976, the organization anticipates 
a demand for 140,000 books on tape 
— twice the number circulated in the 
1972-73 academic year. 
It costs about $2 million annually 
to run Recordings for the Blind, 
whose tapes are made available to 
blind students without charge. Of 
this, some $1.5 million is raised 
through 
traditional 
philanthropic 
channels and the rest by voluntary 
personnel in the 27 recording cities 
where R FB has facilities 
With so many youths today for­ 
feiting a college education, volun­ 
tarily or involuntarily because of 
money or other reasons, it is impres­ 
sive to find one group scaling pos­ 
sibly the most difficult hurdle of all 
to achieve a degree.

The council decided to p eti­ 
tion the County Board to share 
the cost of the demolition and 
constru ction of the Second St. 
Bridge ov er the Ky te Riv er 
The city of Rochelle would 
p ay for half of the cost The city 
and the county would hav e to 
p ay $32,500 each for the entire 
p roject. 
In action on the new landfill 
site ori Mulford Road in Dement 
Township , it was decided to ex ­ 
tend the op ening date from 
March 1 until March 15 to allow 
Cly de Gelderloos of the Ro­ 
chelle Sanitation Serv ice time 
to get the new landfill ready for 
op eration. The council also de­ 
cided that it would hav e to meet 
to establish rates on the landfill 
site.

MT. MORRIS— 1116 Ashton Aces, behind the ov erall p lay of 
ju nior center Dennis Echelbarger and the scoring p u nch of reserv e 
Ray O’Dell, rallied from a 32-27 half-time deficit to defeat the Ore­ 
gon Hawks 55-51 in the op ening contest of the Mt. Morris Regional 
Tou rnament Monday night. 
The game was almost a carbon cop y of the contest between the 
two clu bs on Satu rday night, when the Aces took a 56-55 ov ertime 
win. The key s to the v ictory were the ou tside shooting of O’Dell, af­ 
ter he entered the game with 6:4 3 of the second q u arter remaining, 
and the deliberate sty le of p lay u ndertaken by Ashton when Echel­ 
barger was sidelined with fou l trou ble. 
Aces Rally to Pu ll Close 
After being behind 15-10 as the first q u arter ex p ired, the Aces 
rallied in the second frame to hit six straight markers, inclu ding a 
p air of bu ckets by Echelbarger, to ease the deficit to 19-18 with 5 25 
remaining in the half. 
Echelbarger p icked u p his third fou l ju st 10 seconds later, how­ 
ev er, and was rep laced by Glen Hart. The Hawks took adv antage of 
the absence of the Ashton big man to tally 11 of the nex t 15 mark­ 
ers, to zoom to a 30-22 adv antage. 
Oregon u tilized a man fronting Echelbarger and one behind 
him in an effort to cu t down on the center’s scoring after he zeroed 
in 29 p oints v ersu s the Hawks on Satu rday . Jim McNamara, Ashton 
head coach, commented, “The defense (on Echelbarger) 
abou t the same althou gh they u sed more dou ble cov erage. 
“They Let Him Go” 
“They let him go one-on-one early in the game Satu rday night 
bu t they didn’t do that tonight. TTiey got more help from the weak 
side in an effort to stop him, bu t, then, Dennis didn’t p lay as well as 
he did in the game Satu rday night u ntil late in the game.” 
Ev en thou gh his p oint p rodu ction was down, Echelbarger p ro­ 
v ided the ability to slow down and hinder the Oregon offensiv e p at­ 
terns. Ev en when the shot was lau nched, the 6 ’9” frame of the Ash­ 
ton center cov ered u p for teammate defensiv e lap ses by steering 
the field goal attemp t away from the hoop . 
The temp o of the contest was set early , as Oregon drov e on 
Echelbarger the first chance it had the ball and drew the big man 
into committing a p ersonal fou l. The Hawks got the ball ou t-of- 
bou nds and tried to set u p a p lay . 
Three Consecu tiv e Blocks 
Stev e Manser got the shot bu t Echelbarger batted the attemp t 
away . Manser got the rebou nd and p u t u p another try . Echelbarger 
blocked that one also. Ken Ku bat of the Hawks tried the third Ore­ 


gon effort and the resu lt was the same—Echelbarger slammed it 
ou t-of-bou nds. 
Echelbarger tip p ed in a missed attemp t by Ed Heckman to 
knot the game at 2-2, before Oregon got consecu tiv e bu ckets from 
Manser and Greg Mathews to take a fou r-p oint lead. Mathews hu s­ 
tled to get his basket as the 6 ’3” senior center stole the ball from 
Echelbarger after the Ashton p lay er p u lled down a rebou nd and 
tried to get an ou tlet p ass to start a fast break. 
Mathews swip ed the ball as Echelbarger wou nd u p and p u t in 
an u nmolested lay u p . A p air of free throws by Hart and Echelbar­ 
ger tied the game before Oregon got the nex t nine p oints. Pat Dona­ 
hu e p u t in fiv e, while Dan Herriot and Manser had two ap iece. 
Echelbarger’s Intimidation 
The Hawks had a 15-10 adv antage after the first frame desp ite 
the defensiv e intimidation of Echelbarger, who sidetracked sev en 
shots. Oregon got a basket by Dou g Conroy and a p air of charity 
tosses by Donahu e, arou nd a lay u p by Echelbarger, to mov e to a 19- 
12 lead before the Aces got three su ccessiv e baskets. 
Echelbarger got a p air of two-p ointers, inclu ding an offensiv e 
rebou nd, while O’Dell p u t in his first basket on a 10-foot bank shot. 
Echelbarger’s dep artu re becau se of fou l trou ble enabled the 
Hawks to mov e to the 30-22 adv antage, as Herriot conv erted fou r 
free throws and Donahu e, Ku bat and Mike Blake all du mp ed in 
baskets.
